Mr. Perkins is quoted by W. B. 
Parker, director of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, as say- 
ing, in effect: 

That under-consumption in the! 
United States is a real challenge 
because the greatest untapped mar- 
ket that ever existed looms before 
our farmers and business men in 
the form of under-privileged people 
in our own country, whose present | 
cash incomes are so low that they 
can’t buy our products. 


That 16 or 17 million persons are; 
in families that earn $500 a year or 
less, And that such a family spends 
only 38 per cent of its income for 
food—buys only 38 per cent as much 
fruit as those in the $100-a-month 
income class, and only 10 per cent 
as much as those earning $250 a 
month. 

That in the case of meats fam- 
ilies in the $500-a-year income 
group buy only one-half as much as 
those in the $100-a-month income 
group. 

That in the case of vegetables, | 
they buy only 46 per cent as much | 
as the $100-a-month grouping, and/| 
in dairying products, only 42 per | 
cent as much. | 

That approximately 20 million | 
persons receiving public assistance 
spent only $1 a week per capita for 
food, or 5 cents a meal. 

Incidentally, Mr. Perkins states 
that since the Food Stamp Plan was 
inaugurated, the 5-cent-a-meal ex- 
penditure has increased to 7'2 cents 
—and when a man gets off relief 
and obtains a job, even at very mod- 
est wages, he spends 12 cents a meal 
for food. 

What does that array of facts 
mean? 

To this writer, it means that this 
country must learn to rely on it- 
self first. With so many leading au- 
thorities in agreement that Amer- 
ica cannot depend upon foreign 
trade as a means of maintaining its 
economy, at least for some years to 
come, it becomes increasingly ap- 
parent that we must look primarily 
to the stabilization of our Ameri- 
can markets for our American pro- 
ducers. It means that we must re- 
store American prosperity by re- 
building our own markets first for 
our own people, so as to be pre- 
pared for still further dislocation of 
our foreign trade. It means that 
American business must not be con- 
demned without just cause, whether 
such business be big or little, and 
that government instead of trying 
to crucify and stultify business and 
industry should devote its energies

The total expenditure of $5,445,639 
meant an average payment of $37.96 
to each recipient. 

The 455 recipients in El Dorado 
county received a total of $17,706.

FRENCH STYLE APPLE PIE é 


You're all familiar with the customary two crust apple pie—and 
you've undoubtedly enjoyed deep dish apple pies which have no bottom 
crusts at all. But have you éver tasted an open-top apple pie where 
the one and only crust is on the bottom? This is not as commonly 
served as the other two. Nevertheless it is equally delicious. In place 
of the usual top crust there’s a rich crumb mixture, tasting of butter 
and brown sugar, baked right over the apple filling. This is the French 
notion of an apple pie... and it is a thoroughly enjoyable one when 
it’s served with a swirl of whipped cream. 


FRENCH APPLE PIE 


Pastry for 9-inch pie shell 2 tbsp. flour 
6 to 8 tart juicy apples 2 tbsp. butter 
Y% to 24 cup sugar (depending on| % cup butter 
the sweetness of the apples); % cup brown sugar 
1 tsp. cinnamon (or nutmeg) 1 cup sifted all-purpose flour 

Line a deep 9-inch pie pan with plain pastry, and chill while 
preparing the apples. 

Pare and core the apples and slice them thin. Mix together the 
sugar, cinnamon (or nutmeg) and the 2 tbsp. of flour. Mix with the 
apples and place in the pastry-lined pan. If the apples do not happen 
so be very juicy, sprinkle a bit of water over them. Dot with the 2 tbsp. 
butter. 

Now cream together the % cup soft butter and the brown sugar. 

Work the cup of sifted flour into the creamed butter and brown 
sugar... using a pastry blender or a spoon,—to make a crumb mix- 
ture. Sprinkle this over the top of the apples, and bake for 35 to 40 
minutes ... using a hot oven, 450° F., for the first 15 minutes... 
then reducing the heat to 350° F., moderate oven to finish baking. 

Serve with plain or whipped cream. 


PASTRY FOR ONE CRUST PIE 


1 cup sifted all-purpose flour \Y% cup shortening 
%, tan. salt ee Ice water (2 to 3 tbsp.) 

Sift the flour and salt together. Add most of the shortening to 
the flour, cutting it in with a pastry blender or 2 knives until the 
mixture looks like meal. Then add the remaining shortening ... 
cutting it in particles the size of giant peas. Sprinkle water lightly 
over the mixture ... blending it in until the dough can be just pressed 
together into a ball. 

Roll out to fit the pie pan on a lightly-floured, cloth-covered 
board. Place loosely in an 8 or 9-inch pie pan... leaving Y% inch ex- 
tending over the edge of the pan. Build up a fluted edge. Chill

SACRAMENTO, (lP) — Adjutant 
General R. E. Mittelstaedt said to- 
day mobilization of the California 
National Guard for extended train- 
ing probably will be delayed after 
October 1, the original date plan- 
ned by the war department, because 
of congressional delay in passing 
both the national guard training 
and conscription bills.

Since there recently was publish- | 
ed a letter disparaging some of the 
missionary activities of the Seventh- | 
day Adventist Church, it may be 
proper to state a few points rela- 
tive to their work. 

This church conducted 246 Wel- 
fare projects in California during 
1939, and all of this work was car- : 
ried forward along constructive, 
character-building lines. Material 
assistance was given to 307,820 needy 
persons in this state last year.
